1874. Here, in 1876, although always 
careful.as to exposure, he began to ex- 
perience a contraction of the muscles of

were stiff and the legs were drawn up so 
that the heels rested against the hips. 
The continued contraction caused the hip 
joints to slip out, throwing the knees to 
the left of the body and the heels to the 
right, resting against the side and hip. 
The jaws are firmly fixed and the head is 
turned nearly a quarter of the way around 
to the left. ‘The skeleton is almost com- 
pletely ossified, the muscles of the face 
and throat being the only ones which can 
be moved, and his weigit is reduced 
from 185 to eighty-five pounds. In this 
condition he , lain for the last seven 
years, constantly cared for by a devoted 
wife and supported mainly by his pen- 
sion of seventy-two dollars per month, 
this amount having been reached by 
successive increases, always granted 
without question. For the first five years 
following the beginning of the ossifica. 
tion he suffered excruciating pain with- 
out cessation, and ether, morphine and 
chloral were resorted to in large quanti- 
ties.

After the 
manner of a nest of Chinese boxes, exch 
smaller than the other, the lamb is stuffed 
with a whole turkey, the turkey with a 
chicken, the ch'cken with a pigeon, the 
pigeon with a quail, the quail with a be- 
cafica, the smallest bird known except 
the humming bird. It resembles our 
reed bird in taste and makes just a 
mouthful. The lamb is roasted over a 
slow fire until it is cooked to shreds and 
melts into one, as it were. The Egyp- 
tians have no systematized way of eat- 
ing, no set time for meals, but keep upa 
continual munching of sweets, of which 
they havea great variety unknown to 
us, and all sickeningly sweet to a Euro- 
ye palate. They use honey for sugar. 
n an Egyptian kitchen there isa total 
absence of what a civilized cook would 
consider indispensable in the way of 
cooking utensi!s and appliances. There 
is no dresser upon which to arrange the 
dishes; there is no sink nor runniag 
water, nor anything like our cooking 
stovs or range, but upon one side of the 
kitchen there is erected a structure of 
masonry which resembles a great square 
shelf with deep drawers, ‘he openings to 
which are on the top.

Guard isabout to perfect a con- 
solidation. It is no more than what 
is right and no morethan what we 
have advocated. The question is 
asked whether the expulsion of 
Capt.Gray was legally done and 
whether the vice president could 
act?

CARDINAL McCLOSKEY 


Death of the Head of the Catholic 
Charch in America---The Prelate 
Expires in New Yeork---Sketch 
of His Career. 


Cariinalt John McCloskey, bead of the 
Roman Catholic church in America, died 
at the Cathedral in New York on the 
ith, after a comparatively short iliness. He 
began to sink rapidly in the afternoon of that 
day. Sympathy had attracted to the house 
juring the day all sorts and conditions of 
men, and from dawn until late at 
night the door kept opening to ad- 
mit callers, among whom were clergymen of 
every denomination Atia ms. Dr. Keyes 
came to the door and announced that the car- 
dinal had breathed his last. He had died 


When it became evident early in the evening 
that he was in a dyinz condition, Vicar-Gen- 
eral Preston, his confessor, and Father Dau- 
bress®? were summoned to his bedside. They 
arrived two hours before his death, and were 
with him to the end.

Mullen, and Mrs. C'eary, of Washington, and 
Catherine, the old servant who has been with 
the Cardinal since he was a young man, were 
with btm when he died.

The Cardinal's Career. 

Cardinal McCloskey was born in Brooklyn, 
March 10, 1510. His father and mother were 
natives of the county of Derry, Lreland, and 
emigrated to this country only a few omy 
pricrto his birth His fathor was a hard- 
working man, who, dying when John McClos- 
key wasten years of age, left his family a 
competency. 

There were only two Catholic churches in 
New York in those days—the old brick church 
of St. Peter, Barclay street, where the cardial 
was baptized, and St. Patrick's cathedral in 
Mulberry street —‘‘the new church out of 
town’—in which he was ordained a priest 
and years afterward invested with a car- 
dinal’s berretta. At an early age he was sent 
to school and was generally the leader of his 
cless. 

His deiicate heaith induced his mother to 
send him to Mt. St. Mary's College, Em- 
mittsburg, Maryland, where it was hopped 
his body as well as his mind might be im- 
proved. He entered the college when not yet 
twelve years old, ani went through the full 
curriculum of studies, lasting for seven 
years Hisdevoton to his studies won for 
him the admiration of his teachers and fel- 
lows, and he’was graduated with the hizhest 
honors in 1828. Mra.) McCloskey had removed 
to Westchester county and her son went to 
her until he should decide on acareer. The 
ministry was chosen and the next year he re- 
turned to St. Mary's, where be pursuel a 
four years’ course in the seminary. 

On January 12, 1551, he was ordained to 
the priesthood by Bishop Dubois in St. 
Patrick's cathedral, New York. The bishop 
had planned tv establish a Catholic college at 
Nyack of which younz McCloskey was to be 
the president. fhile the building was yet 
inan unfinished state it was destroyed by 
tire, and until it could be rebuilt the young 
priest was given permission to go abroad to 
perfect his theological studies. For two 

ears, beginningJ/ in he attended 
ectures in the Gregorian’. university 
in Rome. In adllition an intimate 
knowledge of the ecclesiastical world he 
became acquainted with many >rilliant stu- 
dents of all nationalities who have since be 
come distinguished in their own countries. A 
third year was given up to travel and stady 
in other countries on the Continent and he 
returned to New York in 1835 to begin work 
as a teacher, but the premes of establishing a 
college had been a doved and Father 
McCloskey became pastor of St. Joseph's 
cburch, cn Sixth avenue. 

In 1542, on the establishment of the Dio 

cesan seminary in connection with the college 
in Fordham, he was appointed rector. A 
year later he was appointed coadjutor to 
his old college friend, Bishop Hughes. On 
March 1, 18H, bis thirty-fourth birthday, 
he was consecrated titular Bishop of Ax 
ieri in St. Patrick’s He continued the 
sastorship of St. Joseph's until three years 
ater. en it became necessary to di 
vide the diocese of New York, and those of 
Buffalo ani Albany were created. Bishop 
McCloskey was translated to be bishop of 
Albany on May 21, 1547. There he labored 
for seventeen vears, until, on the death of 
Archbishop Hughes, he was transferred from 
Albany to New York, and became the lat 
ter’s successor on May 6, 1564. 

With two undertakings his name wiil ever 
be linked, for it was mainly through his ef. 
forts that they were brought to a successful 
end—the Fifth avenue cathedral and the 
Catholic protectory, in Westchester. The 
latter, which had its beginning in a humble 
way, has grown to great proportions under 
his fostering care. Work on the cathedral, 
which was suspended during the war, was 
resumed in 1865. Cardinal McCloskey gave 
to this work great attention, and two visite 
were made to Europe, one in 1874 and the 
other a year later, to examine the finer por 
tions of the work that were executed there 
such as the altars, statuary, staifed glass and 
other decorations of the sanctuary. 

In the consistory of March 15, 1875, P 
Pius |X. created a cardinal priest for t 
United States and Archbishop John McCios 
key was named for the office.@@lhere were 
five others named at the same time. 

The red berretta, the insignia of his offices, 
was conferred on Cardinal McCloskey Apri 


27, 1875, in St. Patrick's. The cathedral was 
thronged and it was the greatest event in the 
history of the Catholic church in New York, 
ifmnot in the country. Seven archbishops, 
more than twenty bishops, and bundreds uf 
the clergy witnessed the imposing ceremonies. 
Archbishop Bayley, of Baltimore, was speci- 
ally designated by the pope in his name to 
confer the berretta, which had been brought 
to New York by Monsignor Roncetti, the 
papal ab-legate,accompanied by Count Mare- 


foschi, of the Papal guard. 

The fiftieth anniversary of his priesthood 
was the occasion of a jubilee on a large scale, 
which was held in the Fifth Avenue cathe- 


dral, on January 12, 1884. Numerous bishops 
and over three hundred priests participated 
and the vast edifice was crowded toits ut- 
most capacity. Addresses were delivered on 
behalf of the bishops, the clergy and the 
laity. At the same time the cardinal re 
ceive: numerous costly gifts.

ORANGES. 


Crigin of Favorite Fruit —Its Place 
im Mistery aud 

The different ies and varieties of 
the citrus yield the fruits known as the 
orange, citron, lemon, lime, bergamot, 
pompelmots, shaddock, etc. In each 
case, writes a Troy 7imes correspondent, 
the product is a pulpy fruit, with smooth 
seeds and a spongy rind. The orange- 
tree is remarkable for its  prolificness. 
Thus a single plant will sometimes pro- 
duce 88 many as twenty thousand good 


oranges. 
Whence came the oranges? Gibbon 
insists in his ‘‘Decline an 


Roman Empire” that among the Komans |

pies. But Pliny has expressly stated | 
that fruits of the citron order were cul- ,

tivated in Italy in his time—that is, in 
the first century of the Christian era. 
Virgil and, others mention that the cit- ' 


ron was peculiar to Media and Persia. | 
In fact, thé orange was not known to | 


the ancients who lived a few centuries 
before the Christian era. It is a native 
of China, with which the heroic Greeks 


and Romans had scarcely any inter- | 
This fruit did not come into | 


course. 
Europe until the sixteenth century, and 
the first oramge tree ever seen in Eng- 
land was in 1595. Some accounts 
credit the Portuguese with import- 
ing it, others say that the Moors, 
who overran Spain in the middle 
ages, brought the orange from Arabia, 
planting it largely at Seville, and that its 
cultivation in Sicily, Rome and thesouth 
of France followed. Hence the term, a 
‘China orange,” at once names the fruit 
and mentions from what country it came. 
It is believed that the lemon was cul- 
tivated in Italy a thcusand years before | 
the China orange. No doubt both fruits 
came from Asia. The citron is supposed 
to be the Hebrew tappoach. The word , 
is translated in the English version of , 
the Old Testament as ‘‘apple.” There is 


a legend that the apple with which the | 


serpent tempted Eve must have been the 
orange, which is attractive, rich in color 
and fragrant in smeil. The golden ap- 

les of the garden of Hesperides may 
ot come from the same source, and the 
one tree that bore them has been thought 
to correspond with the tree of life in the 
Garden of Eden. 

In the island of Malta the blood 
orange is grown, obtaining its name 
from the blvod-red color of its pulp, 
which is delightfully aromatic. If a 
vote could be taken all the world over, I 
am sure that the orange by a vast majori- 
ty would be proclaimed the favorite fruit. 
The tangerine, or North African orange, 
with a rich and luscious pulp and a very 
fragrant rind, is very diminutive, but 
the St. Michael’s orange, very sweet and 
thin-skinned, is the smallest, and the 
Brazil, or Navet, orange of South 
America is the largest of all species of 
oranges. The orange finds a luxuriant 
development in Florida, There are about 
170,000 trees under actual cultivation. 
As everyone knows, there are sweet 
oranges and bitter oranges. The bitter 
orange is grown in great xbundance in 
Honolulu and in Seville. 

The bitter orange has a« distinguishing 
name which gives point to a ioke fa- 
miliar to players and play-goers.
